Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant requested reconsideration of 1 1 by 
presenting two arguments: (A) The excitation light sources of Onaka are not pump sources (pg. 8, line 4) and (B) Onaka fails to teach or 
suggest independently adjusting power control of each of a plurality of different radiation wavelengths of the wideband pump radiation 
signal produced by a single laser pump source (page 8, last 3 lines). These arguments are not found convincing because: (A) As Is well 
known in the art, excitation light sources ARE pump sources and (B) a SINGLE laser pump source is not claimed. 
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
